irom America and Washington the

and despotism. Washington taught 
to England the secrot of imperial 
greatness and cohesion, namely that 
it is in tbe righteousness which ex- 
alteth a nation; and today Canada 
and Australia and scores of British 
dependencies, in all seas and under" 
all suns and in the depths of all con- 
tinents, enjoy the largest 
liberty 


and the fullest 
autonomy 
under 


English law. The peaceful disband- 
ment of the revolutionary army, ac- 
complished chiefly through his per- 
sonal influence is, perhaps, the great- 
est proof of the genius arid patriot- 
ism of Washington.
